maments may issue from this con- 
ference and that an affair, which 
concerns the dearest interests of 
the world may be discussed in the 
open.”

Distinction of Opening and 
Closing Volume. 

The 1921 St. Louis directory will 
be distributed to subscribers tomor- | 
row and on succeeding days. It} 
comes late in the year, but St. Louis | 
may be deemed lucky to get a di-| 
rectory this year at all, as some | 
cities have gone three or four years | 
without one ) 

A more metropolitan touch is giv- 
en to the list of proper names, by 
the use of smaller type. Last year’s 
alphabetical list was in nonpareil, 
or 6-point, type, while this year’s 
is in agate, 5% point. 

In last year’s volume, the alpha- 
betical list took 2598 pages, but this 
year, by the use of the smaller type, 
ii is kept in ~253 pages. The total 
number of pages, including classi- 
fied lists and advertising, was 3560 
last year, and is 3110 this year.

Chancellor Holds Companies 
Have Violated Laws and 


Are Responsible for Rating 


Bureau in State. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 8.—Hold- 


ing that the insurance companies 
were responsible for the rating bu- 
rcau and were guilty of violating 
the Mississippi antitrust laws, Chan- 
cellor V. J. Strickler today granted 
the State penalties amounting to 
nearly $13,000,000. The State won 
every point in its contention against 
the 84 companies, but Chancello: 


Strickler assessed the minimurn 
fine of but $200 for each day of al 
leged violation, declaring, “We ex- 
ercise mercy as well as justice in 
this court. The purpose of the anti- 
trust law is to suppress the evil 
rather than punish the offender.” 

The maximum penalty fixed by 
the Mississippi statute is $5000 per 
day and had the Chancellor as- 
sessed this amount the total would 
have approached $4,000,000,000, the 
amount asked by State Revenuo 
Agent Stokes V. Robertson. The 
agent, under the provisions of the: 
law, gets as his fee 20 per cent of 
the penalties collected, so his por- 
tion of the $13,000,000 will amount 
to $2,600,000 if he tis able to make 
collection. 3 

The decision of the Chancellor 
was lengthy. He severely arraigned 
the bureau that publishes’ standard- 
ized rates and charged that the de¢- 
findants were responsible for it. 
The Chancellor in ruling against the 
defendants held that the local un- 
derwriters in the State were not re- 
sponsible for the conditions but the 
court found that “the local agents 
are but the victims of circum- 
stances.” 

The antitrust suit was originally 
brought against 139 fire insurance 
companies, but some time ago Chan- 
cellor Strickler dismissed the suit 
as to 55 fire insurance companies 
which had been made defendants in 
the action filed by the revenue agent 

The Chancellor held that the Miss- 
issippi inspection and advisory rating 
bureau was merely the old South- 
eastern Tariff Association, . barred 
from the State 15 years ago, “in 
disguise.”

Got Bed Near Window. 

It is wonderful how naturally one 
drops into the routine of prison life. 
|I was fortunate on arriving in find- 
ing a vacant bed at the narrow end 
of the room next to the window. 
|'There was just enough space to | 
move freely between my bed and / 
the bed opposite, but I had light, | 
‘the benefit of what little fresh air | 
Was to be had, and the window sil!

and as the door was at the extreme 
end of one of the long sides, I es- 
Caped the eye at the peephole. Go- 
ings and comings affected me very 
little. I could sit up in my corner 
and survey the confusion with a de- 
lightful feeling of aloofness. Occa- 
sionally, however, even my smal! 
/measure of privacy was invaded. 
Fight beds covered the available 
wall space; nine or 10 meant beds in 
the wide part of the room and the 
| shifting of the table nearer the nar- 
|row end. 

Had to Walk Over Woman. 

Once, for several nights, a woman, 
slept on the floor between my bed 
jand my neighbor's and I had to lit- 
erally walk over her to get out. 
There were then 11 of us, and there | 
was literally no floor space left, so 
when another prisoner arrived at 
about 2 a. m., we cleared off our | 
cups and dishes and put her on the 
table. When she had just gotten 
settled still another appeared, so we 
offered her our one chair and she | 
sat up for the rest of the night. 
These congested times were luckily 
not very frequent, and our average 
number was seven or eight. 

Strange as it may seem, I was 
really very busy in prison. Realiz- | 
jing the importance of getting some 
| exercise, I did Swedish gymnastics 
morning and night, to the constant 
wonder and amazement of my com- 
panions. One evening a peasant 
, woman who had just been arrested, 
after watching me go through my 
‘gymnastics, asked me seriously it 
that was the way we prayed to God 
‘in America. 

Hunted Cootices Daily. 

Then there was the daily hunt for 
Vermin. All the beds were infested 
with bedbugs and they had to be 
|gone over several times a week. At 
first I did not realize the importance 
\of special care of the hair and conse- 
|}quently acquired what are known to 
ithe learned as pediculosis and to 
echool children at home as “‘nits."’ It 
/ took me some time to get rid of them 
‘and then only thanks to a friend who 
gave me a fine tooth comb, which 
was one of my chief treasures for the 
rest of my term of imprisonment. | 
‘always inspected my clothing twice 
la day, for we had many cooties, es- 
|pecially when prisoners arrived from 
‘a distance, and cooties are not only 
disagreeable but dangerous in Rus- 
ieia, for they are the carriers of the 
dreaded typhus Oceasionally we 
had Jjazy fellow-prisoners, who 
‘fused to join in the daily hunt, but 
public opinion usually forced them to 
itiin the end.

The problem. of keeping 
took much time.

evening in empty milk bottles. At 
might I took a tea bath in a small 
earthenware bowl that had been 
sent me by the Czecho-Slovak Red 
Cross, and in the morning I washed 
my underclothes in the same man- 
ner, one or two pieces a day. I made 
coarse lace with a crooked hairpin 
from linen threads drawn from 
old bag, took Russian leasons from 
my companions and helped to mend 
the prison linen.

But, except tn the case of that 
group which thinks Japan would actually be able 
to outbuild America in battleships and artillery, 
a@ program of relative disarmament is an obstacle 
to nobody’s ambitions. 


| Weapons Against China. 


~ ‘Bven for the expansioniste a “supreme” mili- 


tary machine is not the essential factor. It is not 
with such a machine that Japan could reach out 
into China—but with loans and intrigue, a mort- 
gage on the resources of the country, and the half- 
hidden threat of force that will remain superior 
to China’s, regardless of any decisions that can 
be made in Washington. 

Japan, at the Washington conference, will be 
interested in disarmament; will be more inter- 
ested in naval disarmament than military; still 
more interested in the question of Island forti- 
fications in the Pacific. 

When it comes to the second half of Mr. Hard- 
ing’s proposal—the invitation to a “discussion of 
Far Eastern questions”—the situation is a great 
deal different. There exista in Japan today a 
widespread concern about those “Far Eastern 
questions,” and how it will be proposed to dis- 
cuss them. This concern is expressed partly in 
the fear that Mr. Harding's conference will at- 
tempt to bite off too large a plete. As the Jiji 
says: 

“If concrete problems, the Interests of the 
Powers in which are very complicated, are taken 
in hand it will needlessly confuse the discussions 
and interfere with the proceedings, with the re- 
sult that it may become impossible to discuss 
the disarmament question, to which America at- 
taches the greatest importance.” |

Be Strictly Enforced by His 
Department. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. §.—Stato 
Game and Fish Commissioner Frank 
Middleton of Unionville today out- 
lined at the request f the Post- 
wt h his immediate Leaman in 
administration of the department of 
which he recently took charge as 
an appointee of Gov. Hyde to s6uc- 
ceed Tim Birmingham of St. James, 
Democrat, whose term had expired. 

Middleton said he would con- 
himself with the following:

“Deputies are supposed to be 
sportsmen as well as public offi- 
Clals,”” he said. ‘“‘They should try to 
enforce the laws with impartiality 
and a sense of broadmindedness as 
to details. The laws are made by 
who:desire to perpetuate the 
resources Of game and fish and they 
hould be administered accordingly. 
There is no desire to split hairs over | 
technicalities, Dut real benefits are 
desired. Practical results through 
the prosecution of law violators are 
more desired than the filing of petty | 
cases merely to he doing something, 
but the laws must be enforced earn- | 
estly. Careful mudy of the laws’ 
provisions is absolutely necessary to 
obtain the benefits of game and fish 
conservation.” 

Use of Boats Must Stop. 

With regard to the hunting of 
waterfowl in motor boats and other 
power craft, Middleton said: 

“I have determined that this | 
practice must be broken up, and I | 
am instructing my deputies to catch | 
and prosecute the perpetrators. It 
is all very fine for the fellow for- 
tunate enough to have a power boat 
to go along and slaughter ducks and | 
geese by the score and more. But! 
what of the real sportsman over 
there on the bank, trying his dead 
level best ‘n a square manner to get 
a shot legitimately, while some fel- 
low in a motor boat is blazing away.

Should he be of the rugged sort depicted 
by Jack London or of that rather indefinite 
pattern known to writers of college stories 
as “clean-limbed”? 

Or should he show an inclination toward angularity 
and lantern jaws like the cartoons of Uncle Sam? 

The answer is brief—there is no such thing as an 
“American type.” 


Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, curator of anthropology in the 


United State National Museum, has completed eight 
years of study of that very question. And he has found 
that not only is there no such physical element as a 
distinctively American type, but that our commonly 
accepted ideas about local ‘‘types’”’ are without founda- 
tion. 

School children have always looked fondly on the ac- 
cepted pictures of Uncle Sam as typify- 
ing a distinct part of our population that 

' gloried in the term of Yankee, originally 
meant as a term of reproach. And it 
may come as a distinct shock for them 
to learn that there is no physical differ- 
ence between the so-called Yankee, the 
genuine “down-Easterner,” and the peo- 
ple of the South or West. 

Furthermore, the caricature of Uncle 
Sam does not even depict a national 
type. Portraits of Frenchmen of the 
time of the Third Napoleon, 
especially of those who led 
a military life and who were 
wiry in build, show many 
who could have posed as the 
original of Uncle Sam. Mar- 
shal Chanzy, whose statue 
stands in the museum at Se- 
dan and whose effigy also 
lies above his tomb at Bu- 
zancy, could have posed as 
a model for this American 
conception. The _ style of 
shaving, which left the male 
face adorned with = the 
goatee, or “imperial,” in the 
days of 1870, added to the 
resemblance of many

Says While heredity is still in evidence it is no longer 
absolute. A definite American type is developing in 
physiognomy, stature, build. pigmentation and other 
directions, as he expresses it. 

In other words we are creating an element of 
similar facial appearanee, bodily structure and color- 
ing of skin and hair. The strain shows a decided 
tendency toward darke ning of the hair and away from 
Nondness.

And this type has at least one characteristic of the 
picture of Uncle Sam—it is tall and in¢tlined to be 
“spare” in build during youth. But, alas' There is 
an equally decided tendency to be overweight later in 
life. Our usual pictures of Uncle Sam show him as an 
attenuated individual, despite the grayness of his 
goatee, which indicates that he is well on in years. A 
truthful presentment, according to Dr. Hrdlicka, 
should show him with evidences of embonpoint. 

Dr. Hrdlicka spent his eight years studying Amer- 
icans whose ancestors on both sides had at least three 
native-born generations behind them. In spite of the 
fact that many such families had lived steadily in 
one portion of the country—like the mountaineers of 
Tennessee—thus handing down physical characteristics 
that they derived from foreign ancestry of possibly 200 
years back, he found that there was already something 
new develgping in the people as a whole—something 
they had in common, something acquired in this 
country. 

In parts of the country where there has been inter- 
marriage with other families of the same American 
ancestry, the initial development of the American type 
is more apparent. And although he can only sum- 
marize his findings in a general way, Dr. Hrdlicka be- 
lieves he can draw a picture that will approach the 
real American type when that is finally developed. 

The characteristics of this type will commence with 
tall stature. If a few small groups are disregarded, the 
type will be the tallest of the white ‘races, averaging 
» feet 8 inches for the men and 5 feet 4 inches for the 
women. This superiority in height is a distinctively 
American acquisition. The form of the head will dif- 
fer somewhat, according to original ancestry. But the 
face will have lost the prominence of the cheek bones 
and that of the angles of the jaw, now so strongly 
marked by mixtures of bloods. In the typical face an 
oval should be approached, of a Straight-sided pattern.

furnishings. Possession of the last named musical 
article, of course, may depend on the good nature 
of the neichbors. 

In the breakfast room adjoining is a toaster, a cof- 
fee percolator, a waffle tron, a portable heater and a 
table receptacie in which dishes or water may be kept 
werm. The dining room is similarly equipved with the 
addition of a coffee urn, a samovar and an oscillating 
fan. In both rooms there are special attachments for 
the vacuum cleaner, so that crumbs may be removed at 


once. 
In the man’s den may be found the usual portable 
heater. the reading lamp and the desk lamp. These 


portable heaters have reached the stage where they 
are depended upon entirely for warmth in some clf- 
mates, but in most of the larger cities they are regarded 
as en adjunct to the main heating plant of steam or hot 
water. For the early days of fall or spring, however, 
the uses of the portable electric heater are manifold. 
They are especially evident on days when the sun is 
ecorehing in the middle of the day, but when the 
shades of night bring dampness and chill. The turn of 
a switch is a much pleasanter operation even than 
the simplified method of the gas log, and the portable 
electric heater bas come into its own with a rush in the 
last few years. 

In the den may also be found an electric phonograph, 
which is of particular value when porch dances are 
given, as it can be made to keep on playing instead of 
running down. Like the electric piano, however, this 
form of music depends largely on the sufferance of the 
neighbors, as some of the raucous jazz tunes of the 
present day can readily lose whatever charm they may 
be thought to possess under very slight repetition 

In the two bedrooms a variety of electric toilet 
articles can be so distributed as not to unduly crowd 
one apartment. The front bedroom, for instance, may 
contain a reading lamp, a hair drier and a warming 
pad. This lasi may either be of metal and designed 
for heating the bed before occupancy or it may be of 
asbestos and so constructed as to fulfill the mission of 
the old hot-water bottle. It is a singularly cheering 
implement to have around on nights when the mercury 
suddenly drops to zero and below when the heat in- 
side has died down. 

The rear bedroom may contain an electric iron, a 
hot-water cup, an electric sewing machine, a curling 
iron. a vibrator, a boudoir lamp and 8 portable tele- 
phone. 

It is doubtful, however, if any more practical use 
ean be found for electricity than in kitchen and laun-

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dry appliances. An electric range and a dishwasher 
save untold labor in the Kitchen and it is possible to 
install an oscillating fan for the benefit of the cook 
when they are used. The fan will create no such 
disturbance with its cooling breeze as it would in a 
kitchen where the old coal range was used. 

, buffine motor is another appliance now obtain- 
able everywhere. This is a small motor with miniature 
wheels of soft leather or even of velvet for polishing 
the silver. It can also be equipped with a small emery 
or soapstone wheel! for. sharpening the kitchen cutlery 
and table carvers, but a more practical machine is a 
small electric grindstone for this particular purpose. 
The buffer works on exactly the same principle as 
the machine used by the brass and metal buffers’ fra- 
ternity. 

In the laundry an ironing machine, a clothes washer, 
a set of electric irons and a circulating water heater 
mnay be installed. This latter form of heater will un- 
doubtedly supplant the cumbersome old boiler that de- 
rives its heat from gas flame or coal range. The iron- 
ing machine may now be obtained on the principle of 
the steam pressers that can be seen in a tailor shop, 
but without the laborious process of going over large 
surfaces by hand. For hotels and large households, a 
rotary ironing machine for handling sheets, towels and 
table linen is well worth while. 

One phase of invention that commenced early but 
has @eveloped gradually is the electric toy. Almost 
as soon as the possibilities of electricity were discov- 
ered, the toy maker put his wares on the market. One 
does not have to hark back so very far to find when 
the first electric flashlight was put on the market—in 
1°) they were advertised as curiositie: ond their prac- 
tical use seemed to be appreciatec only by a few 
miners. Through the fatality of circuni#:a -es and the 
irony of fate that governs our affairs, the batteries of 
the period were exhausted so quickly that few miners 

ld afford to eon themrelves supplied with electric 
lashlichts. although now they are cheap and reliable. 

The nursery in a modern home, accordingly, may 
well be expected to contain an array of toys of all 
sorts, equipped with electric power. The shop wWin- 
dows will give a better idea of these than mere de- 
scription. In an age where eVeryone who drives a car 
should know something about his batteries, this early 
training in the nursery is of the greatest value. One 
of the most practical toys that can be furnished a child 
of a scientific turn of mind is one of the miniature elec- 
tric railwats, with its many yards of tin track and its 
network of tiny switches.

As an instance of his lavish expenditures, Eastern 
yachtsmen still tell of the pleasure craft Cochran built 
a few years ago, at a cost of $250,000, and scrapped it 
a few days later when the trials proved unsatisfactory

As corrosion of a yacht's 
steei hull is the owner's principal cause for worry, 
Cochran immediately ordered a magnificent cruiser.

But Sir William's 
portrait is the picture of the year at 
the Royal Academy, and “Chester is 
the most sought after man in England 
—when it comes to the art of dining. 
For he is the world’s super-chef. 
Bugene Grossreitber. to give him his 
real name, is a native of Alsace. It 
was in his ‘prentice days in Paris that 
the nickname “Chester’ was given 
him. owing, it is said, to his intense 
dislike of English cheese. Since there 
ig no cheese of that name, it is to be 
presumed that it was Cheshire—a dif- 
ficult word fora Frenchman—that was 
really meant. 
When Sir William Orpen ‘‘discov- 
eed” Chester, at the Hotel Chatham 
ip Paris, the talents of the handsome 
thef were appreciated only by a little 
coterie of Parisian gourmets. Today, 
sith his portrait presented to the na- 
tion by the artist. and hanging for 
ali the world to see in the Roval ee ote 
Academy, Chester has achieved more é, % 
fame than has ever before fallen to ™ 
te lot of any chef.

Cold Salmon. 

When serving cold saimon, cook the largest piece of 
fish vou can use for the nunber of persons to be 
served. When the fish is cold, carefully remove the 
e in, which will come off easily if the salmon is 
thoroughly cooked. Scrape the fish where the skin 
has been removed so that the flesh looxs clear and of 
good color 

Now decorate the salmon with strips of tarragon 
leaf, tastily shaped, thin slices of carrots, etc., and 
cover the whole with a clear jelly made from good 
gelatine leaf.

population is so common that no hope can be enter- 
tained for rapid progress In the direction of a national 
type. But there is a tendency toward a certain strain 
that will become manifest in time.” 

Dr. Hrdlicka did not take up the effect of the better 
living that this country has provided for its inhabitants 
as being a factor in the development of a type, espe- 
cially as regards physical build and nervous energy. 
The diversified and abundant diet of the average 
American has undoubtedly been a great factor in this 
development. That has been shown repeatedly by 
scientists, who have often taken the Celtic race as an 
example of what difference diet can make. In Ireland, 
for example, the residents of the more genial climate 
towards the south, where the diet has also been more 
profuse and liberal, have shown a tendency to large 
size and great muscular development. Yet on the 
same island, regions of the extreme north have pro- 
duced a race as typically Celtic as the others, but 
much inferior in stature. 

Brillat-Savarin, who made a fine art of gastronomy 
and who wrote a remarkable treatise on the subject 


of the table after passing through the French revoluw 
tion, calls attention to this same matter of diet as 
recognized more than 125 years ago. He said it was 
generally accepted by the French fishermen that a 
diet consisting largely of fish affected the stature of 
the population and also had a tendency to make fami- 
lies run largely to girls in offspring. 

In Ireland, the regions where several generations of 
starvation were experienced and where potatoes formed 
the chief article of diet, it is not to be wondered at 
that the effects were manifest on the population. So 
definite, however, has been the result of the generous 
diet obtainable in the United States, that even children 
of foreign parents who were of. stunted growth far ex- 
ceed their progenitors in stature over here.
